He first went to Paris in 1926 and from 1929 to 1940 was European correspondent 
for both the Sunday and the news departments. In 1940 he went to the Far East 
and in 1941-1942 he was assigned to Mexico City; then in 19432 to Algiers and in 
1944 to Paris.
